The 50th Annuo! Dolphin Golden Gate Swim was won by Ed Duncan in 20:34. This is the third win in a row for Ed, and his time is the 
fastest on record for an end of the ebb swim.

MORE ABOUT GOLDEN GATE SWIM 

The Coast Guard has asked us to conduct our Gate Swim In such a manner that the group of swimmers not extend over a distance of more 
than 1/4 mile. In order to meet this requirement, adjustments of the starting times of the various swimmers are made. They are based 
on post performances and are designed to keep the swimmers in o group, and are not intended to be placing handicaps. Placing will be 
based on actual times. 8y staggering the start it is hoped that the first of the slow swimmers will be 1/4 mile from the tug when the last 
group of fast swimmers jump off. It is expected that the fast swimmers will all pass all of the slow swimmers and that the slow swimmers 
will by that time be within 1/4 mile of Lime Rock. Anyone starting ahead of his group is disqualified.

This was indeed too bad, because Walt was going strong and would have finished 
very well. In the future, to avoid the traffic, we shall try to find a tide that will allow the swim to start an hour or two earlier.

f watched an epic struggle in that arena from start tofinish. Playing gin rummy going out to the islands, one would never think that Lt. 
Col. Stewart Evans had challenged a most formidable adversary. When I ginned, he vociferously proclaimed that that was typical of a 
horse cavalry machine gunner and that he should be barred from associating with decent men. 

The gods that watch over men who toke the long chance were in a mellow mood that night. Conditions couldn't have been better if we 
had written the specification ourselves. 

Out on the deck Rudy and Bill were mixing the grease. Dr. Howord was moving around doing the necessary needful. Some of the pa- 
cers were asleep in the bunks in the forepeak.

From here on out I will refer to Lt. Col. Evans as "Stu" he well understands the camaraderie of our club and especially those who were 
with him that night.

He tumbled 
over backwards into the water at 10:17 P.M. Pacific Day Light Saving Time. 

Bill O'Brien kept us continually informed on water temperature; it was a stable 56 degrees.

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Andy Franco ancf I went to the cabin and started working on the rough log. Andy prepared his first dispatch and I repaired to my obser- 
vation stafion just under the pilot house. 

The boat quieted down. Some of the relief pilots and swimmers were asleep. In the pilot house Spec. 4 Dick Randall was at the helm 
with his ears cocked to the radio. I, at my station, watched the stern lights of the escort row boats, the auxiliary compass, and my 
watches. 

After five hours, Dick Randall called down that Col. Evans wanted Dick Galton in the water. Dick suited and flippered up and into 
the water. After an hour he was relieved by D. McLeod, who In turn was relieved by Rudy DeMay. Joe Weiss and Don Warto were 
still out there pulling a good oar. Hector Valencia was on radio contact. 

A little after day break we began to have visitors, a new service plane circled several times. Hank Schramm, the voice of the Salmon 
Fleet, put In an appearance. 

Then came the Imponderable! We got word from the pilot boat that Stu's shoulder was paining him. Through the "bull horn" Dr. Howard 
prescribed two bufferin tablets. They were handed to Stu in a cup along with something to wash them down. 

It is not a nice thing to watch a friend take a physical beating. Every Dolphin member on that boat had at sometime or another had first 
hand experience with cold, grueling swims. They also knew the Colonel's swimming technique. Watching those sure, powerful strokes 
falter, and the loss of coordination was most disheartening. 

A young soldier crew member came up to me and asked If I knew how to pray. I had to confess that I was not deeply religious. "Me 
neither" said he, "But let's keep our fingers crossed". 

By this time psychology came to our rescue. The sun was well up and the details of the Marin Shore were very visible. The Sea Queen 
had taken Joe and Hector aboard and Bill Walden was rowing the other boat.

It was still touch and go! Dick Randall In the pilot house was relaying estimated distances from the shore. A 
prow were cheering Stu onward. 

Word came back from tfie Sea Queen to change course, A good current was running that would take our swimmer Into Point Bolinas; it 
was also some two miles shorter than the Stinson Beach land fall. ' ' 

By this time. Bill O'Brien and myself were upon the prow watching the opening to the point, A heavy surf was running. For a fresh, 
strong man, body surfing through it would be a shade rugged. For a tired hurt man; pretty awful to contemplate. 

The gods of the long chance were still with us. Bill and I watched as one roller smothered Stu. The following was reported, "He is on 
his feet. He is down and crawling", then, "He is up." A pause; "That's It," 

When I announced "Gentlemen it's a swim", a small scale pandemonium broke loose which was answered from the shore. Loading up our 
small boats, a tired but eloted crew headed for home. The Farallones had been conquered and one of our gang did It In 13 hours - 44 
minutes - 52 seconds.

The 1967 Dolphin Club's running season ended with a bang on December 17th at the Ranger Station in Inverness. 125 (non-sexual) ma- 
sochlsts started the Pt. Reyes Marathon in the gently rolling hills of Marin County, Only four of the over a score Dolphin runners were 
in good enough shape to undertake this grinding, gruellirvg, stultifying, self-inflicted torture.

Gene Perrett and John Parent of S.E.R.C. agreed to be responsible for organizing the Lake Tahoe 72 Mile Relay Race in 
July. All participants shall contribute 50ji as entry fee to all inner club races (12 races). 

PAAAU events are fiirmly scheduled. Dolphin South End practice runs are scheduled but can be changed if enough request 
it. Runners can start later than the posted time if they request it. The practice runs are as scheduled to give per- 
sons an opportunity to develop the ability to participate in the December marathons.

Farallones to Dolphin Club Relay Swim 

That body of water between the Farallone Islands and the mainland has enormous potential. The challenge that it 
can hold for many long distance swimmers will be equaled by those who aren't of the temperament for 13 or more 
hours of straight swimming but want to take part in a team effort to conquer that challenge. These will be the 
terns of fast swimmers from all ckver the world who will want to break the existing record, once one is establis- 
hed. The publicity for San Francisco can be as great as for Dover and the English Channel. 

The impetus needed to start this historic tradition must consist of two parts: a) the formation of a Farallones 
Swimming Assooiation, similar to the English Channel Swimming Aeeociation.

The Dolphin Club Farallone Swimning Association could help make the club internationally famous^ b) a Faral- 
lones to Aquatic Park relay swim to establish the course and an initial record and to generate the first inter- 
est in the relay swim. 

The Dolphin Club has at present, 7 members who are working to get in shape for such a relay swim. They are Ed 
Duncan, Lew Cook, Bill Harlan, Bruce Tassi, Stew Evans, Dick Gal ton and George Bay. We're hoping that more will 
join. The six men who prove to be the fastest and most durable for a one hour swim will be the final six men to 
make up the team. We will follow the English Channel Swimming Association Rules, i.e., 6 man team, each man 
swims one hour then the next man takes over in sequence. The sequence must stay the same throughout the swim. 
No substitutes are allowed after the list of swimners is submitted and no swimmer can skip his turn. 

The South End Rowing Club is getting a team together to race our team. Each club is to be completely responsi- 
ble for the organization, administration and support of their own team's swim, to include boats and pilots, fi- 
nancial backing, etc. The clubs will get together on the date and time of the start of the swim at the Faral- 
lones. Hopefully the swim will take about 10-12 hours. 

There will be expenses associated with the swim, boats, food, etc. It is expected that about $500,00 will be 
needed. We're hoping that the members of the club will each donate a few dollars if they can, to help pay for 
the swim. We think that this could be a big thing for the club and for San Francisco.

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THE FARALLONES TO ACQUATIC PARK RELAY RACE

On Friday evening, September 6, 1968, at about 6:45 P.M., we all met at the Union Oil dock, just down the 
street from the club. 

Everyone had completed his part of the preparations in the professional manner that seems to mark the mem- 
bers of the club in this type of undertaking. Rowboats , food, gear and people were loaded aboard the 
"Salmon Queen" and at 7:00 P.M., we headed for the open sea and the southeast Farallone Island. All swim- 
mers and those of the support crew who felt the need had taken dramamine tablets during the day to ward off 
seasickness. Because of these precautions or perhaps in spite of them, not one case of seasickness devel- 
oped during the swim. 

The weather and seas were perfect. Once we were out past the lightship the wind dropped to a gentle bre- 
eze. The water temperature was a balmy 59-60° and the surface was almost dead calm. We arrived at the 
southeast Farallone Island at about 10:30 P.M. The South End Club boat and crew were waiting about a mile 
from the rocks. 

Our rowboats went over the side and our first two rowing crews climbed down to their seats. Coins were 
flipped to determine which power boat would be chosen as the starting boat. We won. Bob Roper, from the 
South End team came aboard the Salmon Queen and when all boats had maneuvered to a point within fifty me- 
ters of the island, Jack Gordon readied the first swimmers and his watches. At exactly 11:09 P.M. he fired 
his starting gun and the race had begun. ^ 

Ed Duncan, our first swimmer, took off like a Dolphin chasing a Mackerel. By the end of his sixty minutes 
of swimming, the Dolphin team was over a quarter of a mile in the lead. Lew Cook took over from Ed and 
took off as though he were the Mackerel being chased. Lew must have picked up another quarter of a mile. 
Then a fired-up Conrad Liberty took over. I followed Conrad, and when that long hour in the dark water was 
finally over, Bill Harlan flashed by me at a fantastic pace. The anchor man was Bob Jimenez. He was a very, 
lazy person on board the boat, but in the water, he appeared to have an outboard motor tied to his stern. ■■ ' 

Our course was set to take us just above the lightship, but a steady southerly set in the current ( due to 
the wind ) pushed us just to the south of where the lightship is anchored. We reached that point at about 
8:40 A.M. we were then approximately two and a quarter miles ahead of the South End team. Their course, 
I feel, took them too far south so that they swam further than was necessary. 

During the next four hours, Bill Harlan, Bob Jimenez, Ed Duncan and Lew Cook covered 12 nautical miles com- 
bining a following tide with tremendous individual effort that took us well inside the Bay. Then Conrad 
Liberty beat his way across a dying current, past Alcatraz to Acquatic Park and the beach. Total elapsed 
time for the swim was: 14 hours, 54 minutes. 

During the entire swim, the members of the support team took wonderful care of the swimmers. The rowers - 
Harry De Reuter, Bill Waldon, Joe Weiss, Walt Shiel and Pete Bianucci (Bill O'Brien couldn't make it due to 
illness) were always there with the boats. No swimmer felt alone or too far from safety. Dr. Abbott work- 
ed on each swimmer coming out of the water to take out any cramps or kinks, restore warmth and to insure a- 
gainst injury or sickness. Rudy De May acted as coordinator before and during the swim. He handled the 
food, equipment and swimmer changeover. George Bay, who was the alternate swim team member worked with Ru- 
dy and with Monty Sahagian who brought his rifle along and acted as the Shark look-out. 

The clerk-of-course, chief referee, and official time keeper was my salty old friend Jack Gordan. Our pub- 
licity was expertly handled by Andy Franco (press) and Frank (the kid) Drum (radio and television). George 
and Fran De Geer handled the finish line and provided all of those very welcome blankets for the swimmers. 
Bill Hawkins acted as the Official South End Observer while our Dick Daucett represented the Dolphin Club. 

Fifty-seven members of the Dolphin Club generously donated a total of $568.00 for the swim. This amount co- 
vered all expenses. P.G. and E. donated yellow flashers for the swimmers to follow during the night. 

In closing, I'd like to say one thing. I've never before encountered a large group of men from all walks 
of life who could get together and accomplish a feat such as this with so little fuss and so few problems. 
When something has to be done, someone who knows how 1s there to do it. To me this smacks of a great club 
and a great bunch of guys.

Murphy swims head up, terrapin style -- the better to see the goal and the 
better to hurl his Gaelic blasphemies across the water, Murphy's spinal column took him into traction this year, but he 
will be back. 

Steve Gaul.Sr. , and Paul Sylvester make a mockery of the generation gap. Sylvester has made some 34 Gate crossings, 
and only this year bowed to his son Dennis, more than 30 years his junior, Steve, meanwhile, can hardly wait until his 
grandchildren are old enough to outswim. 

If the club ever offers a trophy for the most unorthodox stroke. Dr. Fred Howard will win it, thumbs down and head up. 
The doctor's left arm has never watched his right, and vice versa. They're mutually exclusive, but away they go, haul- 
ing Fred across the chop at a clip that must amaze them. 

Frank Drum's admirable anatomy has suffered untold abuse. Cranes have clipped him, falls have crippled him, the knife 
has stripped away his varix, and cars have swerved berveath him. Yet he remains stalwart as the bridge towers, with 
which he is on tidal terms. 

Howard Hypochondriac Hall decides at the last moment whether his humors have reached that delicate balance which per- 
mits the ordeal of a swim. Once in the water, every cell serves him well. He emerges triumphant and sound as a silver 
dollar. 

Walter Stack warms up for every race with a marathon run - anywhere from one to ten miles just to open the sweat glands 
- Walt is past sixty and has the body of a naiad. 

Frank Manucci , walrus of the waterways, bulls across when energy fades. Those who witnessed the last 50 yards of his 
Gate swim this year saw a touch of nobility - naked courage pitted against the brutal force of nature. 

Modesty forbids mention of the jalopy, who lowers his aging, sagging, barnacled old hull into the brine each year, and 
hopes for the best. 

It's true. Old swimmers never die; they just crawl away. They'll crawl away some golden day, perhaps, through those 
Pearly Gates with a steady six-beat flutter and to hell with the pilot boats.

A THUMBNAIL SKETCH OF THREE YEARS OF RUNNING 

by Walter Stack, Running Commissioner 

1966 was the first full year of running for Dolphin Club members. A dozen runners, half of them non-competing, was the 
nucleus of the present day extended Dolphin-South End Running Program that encompasses over a hundred runners of which 
more than half are running fairly regularly. In 1966, only five Dolphins ran in the Historic 55th Year of the Dipsea 
Race: Mike Lyons, Dr. Larry Witter, Jim Vanya, Tom Dougherty and Walt Stack. Dr. Ward, the oldest living Dolphin (92 
years of age) saw the first Dolphin team off. This year there were forty who ran the race. 

At the end of the year (1966), the Board of Governors of both the South End Rowing Club and Dolphin Club formally ap- 
proved a joint running program which tripled our activities and quadrupled our participating runners in the following 
year (1967). Besides running in 15 DSE runs sponsored by us, we have been in 35 other races all over Northern Calif- 
ornia - one in San Diego and one in Boston during 1968. Most runs have been middle distance runs. (Runs from 1 to 10 
miles). About 20% of our participants have run long distance (over 10 miles). Five have run one or more marathons 
(26 miles, 385 yards). Carl Peterson, our fastest runner - 1; Dr. Larry Witter - 1; Mike Lyons - 1; Mark Haskell - 2; 
Walter Stack - 4. We expect several more to try in the next marathon in Mid-December,

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We have issued ribbons to all runners in 1968 and will present those runners who have 50 or more points with an at- 
tractive trophy. This will include over 2 score runners. An almost equal amount will receive certificates of merit in 
our trophy presentation ceremonies in January. 

Our running program has achieved the following: 

1. Encouraged many members to participate in a very enjoyable and 
challenging sport that, aside from giving great pleasure to 
the participant, is tremendously rewarding therapeutically and 
is a great way to develop physical fitness, 

2. We have strengthend the clubs' good name in many circles and 
communities. 

3. We have developed a National Junior Distance champion, 5 year 
old Maryetta Boitano. 

4. We have involved a half dozen families in the sport. Thus, 
helping not only club life but also family life. Our outstand- 
ing example is the family of Vice-President John Boitano of 
the South End Rowing Club, John, Mary, Mike, Maryetta and Me- 
linda. 

i 5. We have given our members something to do that will help them 

I improve their swinmiing, rowing and handball playing.

The year 1968 also produced some Dolphin swimming firsts, perhaps the most noticeable was the valiant effort by six swimmers 
to establish the first recorded Farallon Island to the Mainland relay race. This feat was accomplished by Lew Cook, Ed Duncan, 
Stu Evans, Bill Harlan, Bob Jiminez, and Conrad Liberty in 14 hours 54 min. 13 sec. for a still unbroken world record. Hew 
records were also established in the Yacht Harbor and Golden Gate swims - Lew Cook setting a new record for the Yacht Har- 
bor (25.59) and Ed Duncan in the Gate swim (18.42). 

Through the efforts of Stu Evans and Jim Vanya and the good office of San Francisco supervisor Ronald Pelosi your club has 
been recognized by the City and County of San Francisco as the official body to be contacted on rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to Farallon Island swimming. In conjunction with this, a Farallon-San Francisco Swimming Association is in the process of 
being formed. 

With a busy and successful 1968 swim season behind, it is now time to start looking forward to this year's program. With many 
new members it may well be that new records will be established. The first swim for this year will be The Pier 43'/! to Aquatic 
Park Midwinter Eskimo Swim. This one is a coldie and should prove a real challenge if not in distance then in stamina to endure 
cold water. Jump-off February 23 at 10:00 a.m. The rest of the swims are now in the process of being scheduled and will be 
ready for your next Log. 



DOLPHIN SOUTH EIMD RUNNERS CELEBRATE A GOOD YEAR ... by Walt Stack 

On Saturday evening, January 11, a highly successful Trophy Presentation Dinner was held at the Dolphin Club. It was sponsored 
by DSE Runners joint running program. Trophies were presented to 40 runners (among them were five women: Bonnie Parent, 
Julie Lyons, Mary Boitano, Maryetta Boitano and Elaine Pederson|. Maryetta is a five year old Dipsea winner, a nationally recog- 
nized precocious runner. Elaine is a marathoner, one of the few American women athletes able to run long distances, 

150 runners who participated in the program during 1968 ran approximately 75,000 miles. If our DSE members were running a 
non-stop relay, it would amount to completely running around the world three times. A statistician could derive some joy corn- 
puting the thousands of pounds of weight loss and the barrels and barrels of sweat that poured out of millions of pores. 

The dinner was catered by Dina Brosio, The 125 runners and their families present were unanimous that it was as good a meal as 
they ever ate, A "happy hour" preceded the dinner. Several people commented that there was absolutely no smoke haze in the 
air despite scores of people around the bar and general socializing , {Is there a moral there?) 

The first three places in the annual point competition were won by the following runners: 

1st place — Walt Stack with 251 1 miles, 295 race points, a total of 445 points, 

2nd place — Mike Lyons with 700 miles, 279 race points, a total of 315 points. 

3rd place - John Boitano who ran 1 ,046 miles, had 248 race points for a total of 302.5. 

Plaques were awarded to the above three for outstanding achievement. Carl Peterson was also presented a plaque as the fastest 
runner, and the Boitano family as the greatest and most inspirational contribution to our running effort. 

Five runners received the coveted honor of the word "marathoner" engraved on their trophies. Those who have run at least one 
(26 miles 385 yard race) Dr. Larry Witter, his son Dave, Peterson, Lyons and Stack. 

The National Trophy Company of San Francisco donated a suitably engraved gavel to the two new presidents of the Dolphin and 
South End Clubs: Bill Walden and John Boitano. (Both very active in the running program, D,S,E. runners.) Bob De Celle, long 
distance chairman for the Pacific Association of the A.A.U. was honored for his dedication and service. He was awarded a trophy. 
He spoke highly of the DSE efforts in the short two years of our organization. 

The following work party helped make the affair a success: Chuck Waller who handled finances, soft drinks, odds and ends, etc., 
Rudy Stadleberger and John Boitano, grog, etc. Bill Walden, wine. Work party-Lyons, Julie and Mike, Howard Record, Walter 
Stack, Doc Abbot and Bill Walden, John Parent, Mike Lyons and Chuck Waller behind the bar. Certificates were issued to over a 
score of runners who made less than 50 points in 1968. Among them were a dozen youngsters between 7 and 16 years of age. To 
show the enthusiasm generated during this function, the next morning 43 runners participated in a 1-1/2 mile run to the munici- 
pal pier and return.

With the official 1969 swimming season now past history Dolphin swimmers can look at their ribbons and trophies 
sitting on the mantle and reminisce about those long cold swims. Many fine swimmers of all ages took to the water 
this year and made some surprising statistics. What a swimmer placed will of course always be an important item 
in any racing event, but I believe that time spent in the water is also an important factor in determining over all 
athletic ability. Those swimmers who spent literally hours in the bay waters should be considered as remarkable 
athletes in their own right. This year has shown that the Dolphin Club not only produces good fast swimmers, but 
also good long swimfmers .

These people are generally around away before a swimmer arrives at the club and are still 
around after he has taken his sauna, shower and left the club. To these people a big vote of thanks. 

I have purposely left out the use of names in this article for the reason that to use names would take a log twice 
this size to tell of the many different things that happened to each of us during the swimming season.

To comply with U.S. Coast Guard requirements the ratio of swimmers to pilot boats is not to exceed three swimmers per pilot boat. 
In recent swims this ratio was not maintained. This condition is not only unsafe and unwise, It also poses a problem concerning the 
Swimmers Insurance Policy. After discussing this matter with Dr. Fred Howard, Swimming Commissioner, it has been decided that 
all safety rules regarding both the swimmers and pilots shall be strictly enforced or the swim will be cancelled. Between the Dolphin 
and South End Clubs there are seventeen boats available for pilot duty. 

An economic fact of life is now facing the Dolphin Club and that is, It costs more to maintain and run the Club than the dues 
structure now provides. The solution, of course, is the obvious one, either an assessment or a dues increase. In the final, the mem- 
bership will decide, therefore I am asking each and every dues paying member to appoint himself as a committee of one to take a 
good, long, hard look at the Dolphin Swimming and Boating Club, what It offers, what It represents and most Important, what it 
means to you?

I do feel however, that I must acknowledge the generous and enthusiastic help I received all year from Walt Stack 
and Dr. Fred Howard; and I cannot express enough gratitude to Pete Bianucci for his assistance during the swims. He 
sacrificed many opportunities to finish high in the standings in order that I would be able to safely and successfully 
make it to the finish line. 

And now a brief word about attitudes. As I continue to fight negative attitudes in the full time employment 
field, I am amazed to reflect back on the attitude of the Dolphin Club when I said I wanted to try to swim the Golden 
Gate.

A Few 'Gate' Notes: 

Round Trip Record (Shore to Shore): Ed Duncan in 1965 made the 2-way crossing in 49 minutes, 32 seconds, clipping 5 minutes off 
the existing record. His pilot was Lawton Hughes who picked the date, tide conditions and starting time - all very important factors 
in a Swim of this kind. At that time Ed was considered to be one of the foremost open water swimmers anywhere. Because the start- 
ing boat is never in the same place each year it is impossible to have a one way record as far as our swims are concerned.

Most Number of Swims: Believe it or not, since 1929 when he made his first crossing. Life Member Paul Silvester has 41 completions 
under his belt; these consist of 5 Chronicle, 35 Dolphin and 1 practice. The durable Paul has never been pulled out, completing every 
crossing attempted. A Native Son and local businessman for 45 years, Paul is a 17 handicap golfer and 170 average bowler. 

Oldest Swimmer Chet Wing at 70% completed the crossing in 1963 to become the oldest swimmer to make it. Chet, along with Paul 
Silvester and John Dano, Ed Barrett, Vice Pres. Walt Stack, etc., swims each morning at 6 A.M. - a fine way to start the dayl - for 

them anyway. 

3rd Place finisher Herb Barthets is active with the National Dorymen's Association. Here is some information on this tough sport. 

The N.D.A. has been in existence for better than 10 years and sponsors day races up and down the coast usually from Pt. Concep- 
tion to San Diego. We are composed mainly of ocean lifeguards and ex-ocean lifeguards who just can not seem to get away from the 
sport- like myself. 

The Catalina Channel Race is the biggest of all during the season. This is equivalent to the Golden Gate Swim where the interest 
and entries are five times what they usually are. It is run in conjunction with the Long Beach Seafestival which is an annual event 
where the Hawaiian Outrigger Canoes compete with the dories from Long Beach to Catalina Island. The outriggers may trade off 
when they are tired but the dorymen have no relief system - they just keep rowing! There are five paddlers in the outriggers and 
only two per dory so you can see the difference in what one must put into pulling a dory.

The distance from L.B. to Catalina is some 30 miles — depending on hiow close you are able to keep on course. Tfiroughout the 
race the conditions are constantly changing. At mid-channel the weather and seas usually peak up to a brisk breeze and white caps. 
IVIuch of the race is truly strategy in that pacing, timing, and knowing the other competitors' ability is a large factor as well as sensing 
when the conditions are going to change. 

The race takes, on the average, about BYa hours. This past year saw unusually stable weather conditions and allowed my partner 
and myself to cover the course in four hours 32 minutes which is the new established record. We were proud to have represented the 
Dolphin Club of San Francisco and plan to do it again.

The Board of Governors in conjunction with the swimming, rowing, running and hand- 
ball commissioners has approved a program in these four main fields of our activity that wilt immeasurably enrich our activities 
for the year. An indication of this enrichment will be presented in detail in following issues of The Log by the various com- 
missions. 

Swimming 

In the meantime, here are a few hints about our perspectives; The swimming commissioners. Dr. Fred Howard, Pete Bianucci and 
Frank Blair have already worked out the schedule and posted same and have organized a midwinter swim. The plan envisages a 
number of joint Dolphin-South End swims, a special "Powder Puff Derby" on the same day as one of our swims in July or August.

Rowing

lna35-fooMong boat, "THE BRITANNIA II", John Fairfax and Sylvia Cook plan to row across the Paciffc Ocean. They 
expect to cover some 8,000 miles between San Francisco and Sydney, Australia in 8 to 10 months, leaving S.F. from the Dol- 
phin Club dock flying a Dolphin pennant. 

Fairfax, in a similar but smaller vessel named "BRITANNIA", rowed across the Atlantic from the Canary Islands to Miami, 
Florida in 10 months in 1969. Miss Cook, a former secretary, has been rowing for 7 years and has won numerous trophies 
representing the St. George Rowing Club. Fairfax was the first man in the world to row across the Atlantic alone (1969). 

"BRITANNIA 11" somewhat resembles the R.A.F, lifeboats used in World War II. Designed by world-famous yachtsman 
Uffa Fox, she has a 5-foot beam and draws only one foot of water. She is self-bailing and self-righting. The only shelter and 
storage space is provided by a small "rat hole" at either end of the boat. 

All rowing will be done at night, Fairfax rowing for 10 hours and Miss Cook for 5 hours in each 24. Miss Cook will also 
maintain the log of the trip and cook the food for their 4,000 calorie-a-day rations. Their food will consist of dehydrated 
high-calorie supplies, fish and shark. They will carry about 50 gallons of water, to be supplemented with rain water caught 
along the way. 

Fairfax has wrestled and fought man-eating sharks in the ocean in Florida. A real courageous, adventurous person. 

A number of our best oarsmen have volunteered to escort them out the Gate in Dolphin boats. The possibility of using the 
75 year-old barge "WEI LAND" has also been considered. 

Both have been honored guests in our Club since their arrival in San Francisco in February.
